His habits 
and proximity civilization 
together with his speedy flight 
are perhaps the real reasons 
for his popularity with the 
shotgun enthusiast. Having 
hunted all the varieties our 
quail should say (from 
unprejudiced viewpoint) that 
the California Valley quail 
the greatest our small 
game birds. Much has been 
written about his famous rel- 
ative “Bob- White,” whose 
whistle has called the 
East and South where fond 
memories quail days will 
hunting repertoire, but this lit- 
tle stranger out the far West 
worth getting acquainted 
with and little preliminary 
introduction may inter- 
est any not already enlight- 

There are four varieties 
quail (not including the so- 
called Mountain quail) very 
closely related and distributed 
throughout California, known 
follows: the California 
quail (Lophortyx californica 
californica) whose range 
limited the humid coast 
region from Monterey County 
Oregon. The Valley quail (Lophor- 
californica vallicola) which sub- 
specific form the first named (and 
which this article will refer chiefly, 
being the most abundant the species 
and more widely distributed, viz.: from 
the vicinity Klamath Lake, Oregon, 
except the northern coast strip and 
southeastern desert region, south 
through California and Lower Califor- 
nia Cape San Lucas and east West- 
ern Nevada. These two birds are very 
much alike and unless held hand could 
not identified the most expert. 
There considerable difference, how- 
ever, when comparative examination 
made. The first named being darker, 
which acquired through the greater 
humidity the region inhabits that 
the Valley quail the arid regions.

You now have the greater part done 
past anal and ventral fins, then 
the dorsal past the back near the 
skull. Here you will have cut away 
flesh get near the first vertebrae that 
connects skull with backbone, which 
should cut through with the knife- 
blade leaving the body only connected 
the gills and throat attached the 
entrails. 

When the head cut from backbone 
easy cut away gill attachment 
top skull, then the bottom where 
the gills are fastened lower jaw 
the last cut separate the entire skull 
and skin from the body. you wish 
have the body for food slit along the 
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belly vent and draw out the entrails 
the gills, wrapping the 
paper washed when you cook it. 
the fish large one, say, over 
three pounds, you must break open the 
skull from the inside dig out the white 
brainy substance, filling the cavity with 
cotton wadding well mixed with salt- 
petre, powdered fine. any blood 
the outside skin, wipe off; don’t 
immerse the skin water. Should the 
work done the riverside, some dis- 
tance from home, you should well grease 
the outside skin with muchlin, then fold 
and wrap paper cloth that 
flies get till you get home.

All which goes show that the 
number our people who enjoy “wet- 
ting line” lake and stream, and who 
hie themselves least once year 
the mountains quest the festive and 
ofttimes elusive trout constitute small 
army hopeful beings. 

They are out for trout other mem- 
bers the Salmon family—the Salmon- 
most important family fishes 
all the world; family more than 
hundred different species and kinds. 
are found all the various kinds 
salmon, trout, charr, whitefish, lake her- 
ring, and that strange fish the rivers 
and lakes the far north, the inconnu. 

This family fishes restricted its 
distribution northern waters. 
species found south the Equator, 


and only one two far south the 
thirtieth parallel. One occurs the San 
Pedro Martir Mountains Lower Cali- 
fornia, one well down the mountain 
streams Chihuahua, and third, the 
Eastern Brook Trout, southward the 
Alleghenies northern Georgia. North- 
ward America, Europe and Asia, 
various species extend far fresh- 
water streams and lakes are found. 


One the motives uppermost the

Other good points remember might enumerated 
follows: 

Never load your gun until you are ready 
Never carry loaded trolley cars, trains, automobiles 
other vehicles and never leave loaded around the 
house.

Never lean your loaded gun against tree fence. 

Never point gun another person It’s the 
“didn’t know was loaded” gun that plays ghastly 
joke the pointer and pointee. 

Never jump ditch climb fence with gun unless 
the shells are removed. Never draw gun through the 
fence with the muzzle toward you. 

Never rest the muzzle your gun—unless you are 
seeking eternal rest. Never poke the muzzle your gun 
into the ground unless you are anxious see barrel 
explosion few inches front your nose the next 
time you press the trigger. 

Never “hog” all the game. Never kill more than you 
can immediately use. You, yourself, may want 
gunning next year. 

Never fail kill the tramp cats you find the woods 
and fields. They prey upon birds valuable the farmer 
and destroy much young game. 

Never hesitate report wardens the State Fish 
and Game Commission, confidence, all violations 
the game laws. These laws must enforced con- 
serve game for the benefit all sportsmen.

TRAPPING SKUNKS 


INCE the day when man first began adapt the 
skins wild animals his own use, few have been 
held such universal disrepute and derision the 

skunk. His name has been symbol all that base 
and 

But late years all this has changed. Those who 
once shunned him the most, now dog his footsteps and 
with bait and scent and gun seek capture him. 

Formerly object avoided all hazards, to- 
day his soft black coat has come represent definite 
prize, source many dollars the bank, and comforts 
the home. million dollars annually paid 
the large fur houses simply for the roughly dried skins. 
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satisfy this demand, men and boys throughout the 
continent are turning their energies toward trapping this 
odorous little animal. And very easy trap for 
not clever, and his trail extends from the warm 
swamps the Southland the Arctic snows. addi- 
tion, utterly fearless, and practically semi-domes- 
tic, often nests under barns and other outbuild- 
ings, and sometimes, much the discomfort the in- 
habitants, under dwellings. 

Seldom found far from human habitation, prefers 
for his home little holes and dens gravelly ridges, and 
frequently even makes woodchuck’s burrow his own. 
For food, prefers insects, birds, grubs, eggs and poul- 
try, and very fond any carrion may obtain. 

Northern regions, his fur ready for trapping 
November Ist, rule, and continues until the mid- 
dle March. Farther south, warmer climates, this 
period reaches from December Ist until March Ist. 
the skunk starts shedding about March 15th, should 
never trapped after that date.

SNOW AND FORESTS 


forests and trees have many enemies, which 
fires and man with his destructive lumbering are 
the worst. Next importance are probably 

sheep grazing, windfall and snow. Landslides, floods, 
insects, fungus diseases and lightning have also caused 
much serious damage. The enemies the forests may 
classed natural and artificial. plainly evident 
that difficult and almost impossible guard against 
most the natural enemies our forests, but sad 
fact that the greatest destructive agents our wood- 
lands are artificial human origin. Forest fires and 
destructive lumbering have probably done more bring 
about the present depleted condition our forests than 
any other agencies. 

Snow assistant the work forest depletion 
generally minor importance but collectively be- 
comes serious enemy the forests. Generally the 


damage more marked the coniferous forests, and 
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among the younger trees. This due the fact that 
coniferous trees retain their foliage during the winter 
and younger trees all kinds are more easily bent 
down the weight the snow. Hardwoods, oak, 


maple and chestnut are also injured but generally 


seriously. 

heavy snow loads down, crushes and breaks off the 
tops the young trees and often breaks off large limbs 
and branches from the older trees. the snow lies for 
some time, the trees which are bent over will seldom 
straighten and the injured trees must removed. 
Mountain roads and trails become almost impassable for 
teams and automobiles because the many trees 
crushed the ground and hanging over the roadway. 

Not only forest trees suffer from snow injury but 
likewise ornamental and shade trees. the case 
smali evergreen lawn trees pine, spruce, fir, cedar and 
arbor vitae preventive measures can and should taken, 


the trees are kept from becoming misshapen and 
Shake the snow from 


probably permanently injured. 
the trees occasionally and not allow lie any great 
length time. 

With most shade trees, remedial measure can 
adopted when the trees are pruned the spring fall. 
large crotches forks are allowed form the 
trees and the growth kept near possible one 
central shaft limb, the longer branches shortened 
that they will not exert too great leverage, the losses 
from this injury may reduced minimum. Shade 
trees having brittle wood weak crotches, the soft 
common Red Maple, the Silver Maple and the Caro- 
lina Poplar, are much more liable this injury than 
those with tough wood, the Oaks and Elms, and there- 
fore need much more pruning. 


WHERE BIRDS SPEND THEIR WINTERS 


NVESTIGATIONS the status birds their 
winter homes have been undertaken the Bureau 
Biological Survey connection with administra- 

tion the treaty with Great Britain for the protection 
birds migrating between the United States and Can- 
ada. That many these birds winter South America 
may surprising some, but known the 
case. Valuable material collected Dr. Alexander 
Wetmore, the survey, who recently returned after 
year’s absence Argentina, Paraguay and Uruguay, 
during which studied the status our migratory 
birds those countries, will throw much light the 
subject. 

Among our more familiar birds that Dr. Wetmore 
observed South America was the well-known barn 
swallow that ranges with flocks native swallows 
open country. Many the species encountered were 
shore birds found through the marshy pampas the 
coastal mud some were found winter well north 
the Tropics and others travel far south the 
Straits Magellan. Among our game birds seen 
Argentina and elsewhere were the golden plover and 
pectoral sandpiper. 

That Federal protection migratory birds proving 
success recognized the majority sportsmen 
and nature lovers. Ducks, geese, and other migratory 
game birds have not only increased number, but have 
reappeared sections where they had not been seen 
for many years. Recently there have been number 
inquiries the possibility arranging treaties 
with countries Latin America for protecting migra- 
tory birds, similar that with Great Britain. One the 
objects Dr. Wetmore’s trip was secure information 
the feasibility such action.

many amateur builders have asked 
for some dope the old sneak box 
that have jumped without pre- 
liminaries from the flat the 

round-type boat our aim please. 
departing somewhat from the usual 
construction there will little difficulty 
for the man who has already built one 
the flat-bottom craft. 

The boat shown here development 
the original sneak box which was 
purely hunting-boat which time 
sail was added merely for ease getting 
the shooting-grounds. The boats 
later years have had more attention paid 
their sailing qualities and many 
them have never been used for anything 
else; several yacht clubs even have spe- 
cial racing classes for them. The boat 
here offered this type with addi- 
tional depth enough that one can tuck 
his legs under the deck, make bed 
the floor and spend the night aboard. 

have cruised many hundreds miles 
just such boat and would cheerfully 
start off for week this one. 
Possibly would spend more thought 
the equipment because think more 
comfort now than twenty years ago, but 
leave the matter equipment until 
have built the boat. 

First need plank for building 
feet. Also couple extra pieces 
pad the ends. Then will want 
straight grained strip yellow pine 
spruce square and feet long; and 
another one about square and six 
feet long. sure one edge the plank 
straight and square line across 
every foot.

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DOWN-STREAM WITH “RE- 
VERSE” DRY FLIES 


Dear AND STREAM: 


the end article published 
April Forest AND STREAM was 
stated would briefly describe the new 
“Reverse” dry fly which invented for 
down swift stream fishing obviate the 
many difficulties experienced casting 
up-stream our rough, tumbling waters 
—an absolutely foolish method—blindly 
copied from British anglers whose fish- 
ing done streams entirely 
different character than our own. 

the many pools rough water that 
form conflicting currents that invariably 
contain more, and they 
very defy our best efforts, because 
hard make successful casts the 
exact location the fish with cocked 
fly. some parts the water too deep, 
perhaps too rough, swift cross 
currents instantly drag the fly away 
from the spot where fish lie. After 
numerous trials found out would 
simple matter tie reverse fly, 
contrast the English-made dry-fly 
method, fishing more practical way 
suited our own streams, working 
the artificial fly downstream, cocked 
natural manner, jauntily floating with- 
out drag, down the runways exactly like 
the natural insect with little effort 
casting. Indeed, perfect duffer can 
just drop the surface and let 
float along till grabbed the fish. 

with the regulation dry-fly now tied, 
which would, course, float tail first, 
backwards, down stream. conceived 
the idea tie reverse dry fly—that is, 
with head tied over the bent shank 
the hook instead being tied with the 
head the hook eye, that neither 
angler fish could tell the difference 
from the regular dry fly, except that 
floats down stream head first like the 
natural insect, which the dry fly does 
not when cast upstream. 

When using the reverse fly, not 
necessary make long cast. can 
dropped lightly the water, then let 
out sufficient line enable float 
free along the water flow, carefully 
guiding over where trout are feeding, 
supposed be. 

early season, when the water 
above normal, with hard heavy wading 
the down stream reverse method will 
certainly furnish such easier fishing that 
raw amateur will find success. 

The conservative dry-fly expert may 
perhaps first doubtful this new 
theory, but will tie several his 
favorites and make trial under the 
conditions here suggested, will prove 
revelation him which has already 
done the alert and discriminating

anglers the middle and far western 
States who are unstinted praise the 
method. not intended, nor 
wise discard the regular dry fly for 
the reverse, but simply use certain 
difficult situations. Such situations 
wet fishing down stream when you see 
abundant rise insects floating down 
past you the surface rippling 
perhaps rough water. The wet cast 
should immediately discarded and re- 
placed with single reverse fly and 
allowed float down over the surface 
front for distance, then whipped off 
and recast—working places where 
you see trout sucking the natural in- 
sects. 

predict the reverse fly will take 
prominent position with the trout angler, 
afterward become permanently suc- 
cessful method. Tackle dealers pres- 
ent not carry this fly stock, but 
when they become known they will 
great demand, from the success get- 
ting trout rise and the pleasure they 
give.

good many years past, rabbit 
shooting has been the principal 
field shooting where quail and 
grouse have become scarce, 
where they have been placed the 
song-bird list. From one three mil- 
lion rabbits are annually shot each 
several the more thickly populated 
Eastern states. They iorm the principal 
part the game-bag for thousands 
hunters, yet the idea still persists 
many places that anything the way

marsh, however, soon opened before us. 
Pulse-stirring sounds, moreover, were 
borne over the grassy bank. 
lusty old mallard was warning his com- 
panions approach. told them, 
know, that trouble was brewing for 
the Salt Pond ducks that day. Then, 
show them that he, least, had idea 
furnishing any the amusement, 
rose with noisy clatter wings and 
left for parts unknown. 

hauled over the bank little 
further and there was our pond. 
Sam, accustomed, course, the sight 
many ducks, seemed unmoved the 
picture before us. might exaggerate 
said there were thousand ducks 
that little pond; again might 
falling short the number. all 
events, there was downright heap 
ducks. Our blind lay the opposite 
bank—easily reached from the check- 
bank, made way around foot, 
leaving Sam pole the skiff across. 

had been long paddle and were 
somewhat late.

The way was this: turned 
gaze from the great flock, now far 
across the marsh, find three big mal- 
lard drakes directly over the decoys. 

Before could reach gun one 
the trio had lit almost the foot the 
blind. rose, the other two swerved, 
and off, most disconcerting 
angle. Now, remembering that old 
greenhead front me, know 
hoped get those two ducks with 
first barrel. must have hoped to—but 
did it? did not. right and 
left, however, brought them somersault- 
ing down into the maze saw-grass 
behind me. Then, rocketing within 
yard two the blind—so close 
that could almost have touched him 
with gun muzzles—the third our 
little party. know could have lost 
but scant time opening gun and 
chamber. know, too, that that fright- 
ened mallard was perilously near the 
limit range when drew down his 
white tail feathers. “There! Got him!” 
I’m talking myself. “Pretty good, 
say it. P-r-e-t-t-y good!” I’m 
vain enough wish some appreciative 
sportsman could have seen that 
marksmanship. After all, wasn’t 
hard get ’em you knew how. 

pride, pride, that goeth before 
fall! crouched the front the 
blind again. There are ducks the 
right me, ducks the left me.

SHOTGUN GAUGES 


ECENTLY have received num- 
ber inquiries concerning the 
gauge shotgun, the questioners 
sending the diameter the bore 
inches and requesting the gauge. Most 
guns referred were 
ing, made when makers apparently did 
not have any special set gauges that 
they manufactured. For example, 
great many muzzle-loading shotguns are 
gauge and gauge, something un- 
heard standard shotgun today. 
Gauges and calibers are entirely dif- 
ferent terms. The diameter all 
American rifles are given decimals 
inch and this designation has been 
called caliber, caliber meaning that 
the rifle has bore 30/100 inch 
diameter. the other hand gauges 
were not measured inches but had 
their origin, days, 
from the number spherical balls 
lead the pound, the balls such 
diameter just enter the muzzle 
the shotgun.

Their erect forms seeming 
glide over the ground without the slight- 
est movement, but once they decide 
fly, then they are the fastest short dis- 
tance travelers that have feathers..

“getaway” from “the scratch.” 

The notes are many and varied, but 
from the writer’s viewpoint, describe 
bird note writing, words scale 
not possible. There hardly work 
including the best North American 
birds which the authors have not at- 
tempted write down the sound all 
manner bird notes, and the quail has 
been cawed, cooed, quacked and whistled 
dozens different interpretations. 

introduction the call note the 
Bob-White good example the 
fallacy naming bird note writing. 
The clear, three-note whistle came 
from wood along Colorado stream. 
first thought was olive-sided 
flycatcher, but the locality forced 
eliminate that bird; with some deduction 
finally reduced the Bob-White, 
but not because any description had 
ever read that quail’s note. Had 
been layman instead experienced 
ornithologist should have 
named Little Bo-Peep. “Oh, Bob- 
White,” for all that the note signified. 
So, you who have the 
call quail will simply 
describe clear, far-reaching voice 
bird—soprano quality—of three 
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intervals, given one key with the last 
note slightly varied; this generally 
repeated several times. When excited 
and frightened succession rapid 
clicking sounds given, and the 
birds are not further disturbed the notes 
become less harsh and are intermittent 
with low, monosyllable deep-throated 
notes which would suggest guarded 
conversation.

JANE WENT ALONG WITH THE SETTERS 
AND SOON CAUGHT THE GAME

HEN Northeast- 

ern Pennsylvania ten 
years ago, from 
home community 
where grouse were 
once plentiful but 
now extinct, could 
scarcely believe that 
birds could anywhere 
found abun- 
dantly. these 
mountains during 
1920 and 1921 they actually increased, 
and reports from natives there now 
say that there are more than ever. Con- 
sider for minute that Pennsylvania, 
notorious for its machine politics, has 
one efficient machine, the State Game 
Commission. It’s back this 
department continuation its wise 
policies, and see that its recommenda- 
tions are carried out. The increase 
game all kinds due limited bags, 
short open seasons, closing entirely 
certain sections for limited periods, 
allow natural increase, help the

Every- 
body had gun. Little twenties big 
twelves. Six and three-quarter pounds 
sixteen big enough both kill and 
carry this kind hunting. had 
three dogs: Gordon setter, English 
setter and Hunting actually 
started the borough limits, and one 
morning killed bird twenty minutes 
from breakfast. particular kind 
cover held game exclusively. 

Our first morning out, the first bird 
rose behind some hemlocks fully fifty 
yards ahead, with apparently non-stop 
pass for the far west. Long, strong 
flights seemed the vogue. Seldom 
could surely mark down grouse 
and start second time. The com- 
plimentaries the first game started, 
and course, completely out range 
when cleared the hemlocks, set the 
dogs crazy. Both setters had 
fanned before they would settle. The 
airedale told her boss that “her heart 
was God’s little garden,” and got away 
with it. 

the foot the mountain, the Gor- 
don made his first point clump 
cedars. His owner walked and 
flushed the bird, but companion the 
outside made the shot and killed cock 
bird fine condition. the same time 
chap far out without dog jumped 
two and dropped one. The day was 
clear, with high wind. The birds 
were wild and did not lie well the 
dogs, most them rising ahead out 
range. 


next morning was better; cold 
enough, but wind—a fine Novem- 
ber day. about ten minutes from the 
house the guide snapped down cock 
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Jane told was her job find grouse and our’s shoot them 
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that jumped out windfall without 
the dogs warning. The best bird-shot 
the crowd missed another that looked 
easy the rest us. This was light 
timber. Then for hour 
tramped over scrub, waist high, burnt 
over barrens, scrub oaks high one’s 
head, just rolling country, and saw 
game until made swamp, with 
high, thin growth. 
three woodcock, killing one, claim 
credit absolutely for saving the other 
two. think missed all three, really. 
There were grouse this swamp 
crossed another barren waist-high 
stuff and jumped beautiful doe which 
cut away over the bush from not more 
than thirty yards start. previous 
trips ten years back heard constant 
rumors deer. This time saw one 
more both sexes each day. 


The black and white setter made 
beautiful point. hen grouse raised 
about fifteen yards ahead her-and was 
shot and retrieved great form. This 
dog had great nose and would hold 
stanch granite house, not too 
close the bird. one kicked off un- 
der her nose, away she went wild 
chase, then came back for her licking. 


far Jane the Airedale had just 
been along. The first day the setters 
were wild her owner kept her very 
close she would not interfere with 
them. home she had worked ring- 
necks some without gun, but yet 
had not been working grouse. She 
now made game and began trail, her 
boss right the stump her tail, care- 
fully though walking eggs, through 
the scrub into bunch evergreens. 
The gang followed, begging her three 
languages have heart and easy. 
Where mere man must walk around she 
slipped through, with only the tinkle 
her bell tell where she was. Then 
that stopped. lined around the 
clump and called her come on. 
Then the bird buzzed. chap the 
outside killed it. 

order Jane walked in, mouthed the 
bird gently and told she knew all the 
time was her job find, and ours 
Jane.” When she made game, took 
notice pronto, and gave her chance 
prove out. She could not wind bird 
under quite difficult circumstances 
the setters. They occasionally came 
and made point ahead which she re- 
spected. She trailed skulkers, found 
dead and caught cripples, required 
stick work and little wind. 

set rule covers grouse’s action. 
Some raise way ahead out sight and 
sound. Some kick off right under the 
nose the dog. Others run ahead 
heavy cover, and either fly wait. 
There nothing sure about ’em. One 
bird particular played funny stunt. 
The English setter came point 
clump dead chestnuts. Her owner 
called his partner the right walk 
on, thinking the bird would drive better 
from that side. towered through 
the clump and not one standing 
triangle around the clump got
